One-Hundred-and-Sixty-Second  Annual  Report. 

1.  — The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that 
the  Institution  continues  to  carry  on  a  useful,  bene¬ 
ficent  and  much  needed  work. 

The  generous  contributions  of  the  Subscribers, 
combined  with  the  exertions  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
and  Surgical  staff  have  enabled  assistance  to  be 
afforded  to  4,893  patients. 

Such  results  are  most  gratifying  to  the  Board 
of  Management,  who  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to 
all  concerned. 

2.  — The  Institution  is  identical,  in  every  way,  with 
the  Out-Patients’  Departments  of  the  Hospitals,  and 
is  most  helpful  to  those  who  do  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  scheme,  to 
old  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  to  mothers  with  their 
little  children. 

3. - — One  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  work 
is  the  Home  visits,  made  by  our  Resident  Medical 
Officer,  to  those  cases  whose  condition  prevents  their 
attendance  at  the  Dispensary,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
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over-estimate  the  real  value  and  importance  of  this 
special  service. 

4.  — The  Dispensary  has  been  open,  as  hitherto,  on 
Tuesday  evenings  at  8  o’clock  for  working-men  who 
cannot  conveniently  attend  in  the  daytime,  and  special 
facilities  are  provided  for  the  treatment  of  Dental 
cases  on  Thursdays  at  noon. 

5.  — The  Clinics,  established  at  the  Dispensary  in 
1916,  in  connection  with  the  London  County  Council, 
continue  their  excellent  work  amongst  a  large  number 
of  school  children. 

6.  — Efficient  and  much  appreciated  work  has  been 
rendered  to  the  Dispensary  by  the  Nurses  of  the 
Metropolitan  District  Nursing  Association. 

7. — -The  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  T.  I.  Hughes, 
was,  in  September,  re-elected  for  a  further  term  of 
twelve  months. 

8.  — The  Very  Rev.  Canon  Dunford,  who  this  year 
retired  from  the  Committee  of  Management,  has  been 
elected  a  Vice-President  of  the  Institution. 

9.  — The  best  thanks  are  given  to  the  Paramount 
Film  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  the  Merto-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Pictures,  Ltd.,  for  the  benefit  the  Institution  has 
received  from  Sunday  openings  of  Cinemas,  and  the 
receipts  from  this  source  amounted  to  £112  5s.  9d.
